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DISSERTATION. 


On the ANTIQITY of the Principal ANCIENT B UILDING s, that have been, and now are in 
this Kingdom, by Way of Introduction to the following Work. 


F HE RUuLEs by which the ancient Buildings of 
BY this Kingdom were erected and adorned, havin 

Nl been entirely loſt for many Centuries palt ; 
1SYi| therefore, for upwards of twenty Years, in or- 
der to reſtore and publiſh them for the Good of 
Poſterity, have affiduouſly employed myſclt, as 
Opportunities have happen'd, in making Reſearches into 
many of the moſt ancient Buildings, now ſtanding in this 
Kingdom : And from thence to extract Rules for forming 
ſuch Deſigns and Ornaments in the ancient Mode, which will 
be exceeding beautiful in all Parts of private Buildings : And 
eſpecially in Rooms of State, Dining Rooms, Parlours, Stair- 
caſes, &c. And in Portico's, Umbrells's, Temples, and Pavillions 
in Gardens, Parks, &c. of which I have given Specimens in 
the following Sheets, for the Approbation of impartial Judges, 
 Upox the ſtricteſt Enquiry into the Hiſtories of this King- 
dom, and into the Chronicles of paſt Ages, it doth not ap- 
pear that any Edifices were built by the Goths, in this King- 
dom: Notwithſtanding, that every ancient Building, which 
is not in the Grecian Mode, is called a Gothic Building, as 
Weſtminſter Abbey, &c. for according to Mr. De Rapin Thoy- 
ras, in his Hiſtory of Eng laud, the Goths (who were alſo cal- 
led Jutes, and Mittes) were originally [tinerants in Germany : 
Who, ſome time before the Saxons came into Britain, united 
themſelves with the Saxons, and ever after looked upon them- 
ſelves as one and the ſame People, and were in general called 
Saxons, 

I x or about the Year 449, when the Romans had volunta- 
rily left Britain (after having kept it 500 Years in Subjection) 

engiſt and _— two Saxon Princes, at the Requeſt of the 
Britiſh King Vortigern, came here with nine thouſand Saxons 
to aſſiſt him againſt the Pi&s and Scots; many of which, 
very probable, were real Goths, altho' called Saxons, as being 
united, and were the firt that came into Britain. 

In the Year 530, which was 83 Years after the coming of 
Hengiſt, and when the Saxons had made themſelves Maiters of 
the firſt four Kingdoms of the Heptarchy, Ratin ſaith, great 
Numbers of Goths or Futes, with their Families, came to Bri- 
tain, and uniting with the Saxons, their Poſterity became Saxons 
alſo ; ſo that long before the Year 1017, when Edmund the 
laſt King of the Saxons (before the Danes) died; with whom 
fell the Glory of the Englih Saxons, which was 586 Years after 
the Arrival of Hengiſt, and 487 Years after the coming of the 
lat mentioned Goths, their _—_ and Country were oblite- 
rated, and every one called himſelf an Ex LISH SAXON, 

Ax PD *'tis very reaſonable to believe, that as in all Ages of 
the Saxon Monarchy, there was no Diſtinction of Goths from 
Saxons, but in general were called Saxons; that, therefore, all 
the Edifices raiſed by them were in general called Saxen (and 
not Gothic) Buildings; altho* it was to be allowed, that the 
Geths firſt taught the Saxons how to build, 

WHA the Kinds of Buildings were, which were ſtanding 
in Britain, at the Time of the Saxons firſt coming, which 
had been built by the Britains and Romans, we have no Ac- 
count of in Hiſtory ; nor indeed, was it poſſible we ſhould, 
lince that the Art of Printing was then unknown; and con- 
ſidering that the Devaſtations made in Britain, by the Saxons, 


at firſt, for the Space of 234 Years, to wit, from the Year 
455 to 689, when Cadwalladar, the laſt King of the Britains, 
loft the whole Kingdom; and then immediately afterward, 
for the further Space of 129 Years, whilſt the Saxen King 
of the Heptarchy were ſtriving among themſelves for Sove- 
reignty, which ended in the Year 818, making 363 Years De- 
predations in the whole; when Egbert King of the //2/t- Saxons 
reduced all the other to his Subjection, and became the firſt 
Saxon ſole King of England; were ſo great, that all publick and 
private Buildings, which had been erected by the Britain and 
Romans, were laid in one common Ruin : Nothing being to 
be ſeen (faith Gr/das) but Churches burnt down and deſtroyed 
to the very Foundations (both Goths and Saxons being Pagans, 
at their firſt coming here) and the Inhabitants extirpated by 
the Sword, and buried under the Ruins of their own Houſes. 

From the Year 455, when the firſt Kingdom of the Hep- 
tarchy (Kent) was began by Hengiſt, unto the Year 597, which 
was for the Space of 142 Years (when Chriſtianity was firſt 
received by the Saxons) all the Saxons were Idolators, and 
conſequently, all their Buildings for Worſhip were Pagan- 
Temples ; which afterward, as Chriſtianity was received, were 
converted into Chriſtian Churches, 

ETHELBERT, the fifth King of Kent, was the firſt Saxon 
King who was converted to Chriſtianity ; and who not only 
converted Sebert, but in the Year 605 he aſſiſted bim in 
Building of the Church of St. Peter in the Weſt of London, in 
a Place called by the Saxons, Thornez or Thorney, from the 
firſt Chriſtian Church, which had been built there by Lucius, 
King of Britain, in the Year 183; being at the End of four 
hundred Years Ruin, (after the Perſecution under Diocleſian), 
overgrown with Buſhes, Thorns, &c. In this Place (faith 
Sulcardus) the Temple of Apollo ſtood, at the Time when An- 
tonius Pius was Emperor of Rome, and being afterward thrown 
down by au Earthquake, upon its Ruins, Sebert built the 
Church aforeſaid which he dedicated to St Peter, as Lucius 
had done 422 Years before him. 

ETHELBERT alſo aſſiſted Sebert, about the Year 610, 
to build the Cathedral Church of St Paul's London,which for- 
mexly had been the Temple of Diana, tho' ſome ſay Etbelbert 
tounded it himſelf, 

DuRING the laſt 400 Years of the Saxon Monarchy, the 
Samens built great Numbers of Cathedrals, Churches, Chappels, 
Abbeys, Monaftries, &c. which at length became Sacrifices to 
the Danes, who in the laſt 224 Years miſerably afflicted them ; 
and particularly from the Year 979, to 1001, in which Time 
the Ravages committed by the Danes were ſuch, that nothing was 
to be ſeen all over the Kingdom, but Murders, Conflagrations, 
Plundering, and other Devaſtations; ſo that in the Year 1017, 
when King Edmund was murder'd by Edrick, and Canutus 
had ſeized upon the whole Kingdom, and made himſelf the 
firſt Danih King of England; all the venerable Buildings, 
which the Saxons had raiſed (St Paul's Cathedral I believe only 
excepted) were then, either lying in their frightful Ruins, or 
ſo irreparably defaced, that very little Judgement could be 
tormed of what they had ever been. 

By this unhappy Conqueſt, Poſterity was deprived, not 
only of the mo Modes or Orders of Archi ecture, but alſo, 


Ty 


of the Geometrical Rules, by which their Buildings in general 
were celizned, ſet out, erected, and adorned ; for it cannot 
be ſuppoſed, but that there were many ingenious Saxon Archi- 
tects in thoſe Times, who had compoſed Manuſcripts of all 
their valuable Rules, which, with themſelves, were deſtroyed, 
and buried in Ruin; and therefore, notwithſtanding, that all 
Buildings afterward erected might have a Similitude of the 
Saxen A ode; yet 'tis much to be doubted, if any of them 
ever came up to that Beauty of Order, which; 'tis very rea- 
ſonable to believe, was contained in the Saxon Architecture. 

Now as I have thus ſhewn that the Poſterity of the Gorhs, 
by their Union, became Exgliſhb Saxons ; and that the Saxon 
Buildings were entirely ruined and defaced by the mercyle/5 
Danes ; tis therefore evident, that none of the ancient Burl- 
dings now ſtanding in this Kingdom, which have been erected 
ſince the Daniſh Conqueſt, are real Gothic (or Saxon) Buil- 
dings, as they are commonly called, 

THe principal Buildings that have been erected in this 
Kingdom from the Beginning of the Daniſb Monarchy, to 
wit the Year 1017, unto the Reign of King James the 
hrſt, when Inigo Fones lived, who I think was the firſt Perſon 
that introduced the Grecian Architecture in England, are the 
following, viz. 

Is the Time ofthe Danjh Government, which continued 
but 26 Years, Canutus built the Church of Afhden in Eſſex ; 
the Abbey of St Benet in Norfolk, and a ſtately Church and 
Monaſtery at St Eamundſbury; but Hardicanute, the third 
and laſt Dan iſb King, (Dane like) inſtead of erecting Buildings 
to his Memory, burnt the City of Morceſter. 

KING EDwaARD, callcd the Confeſſor, came to the 
Crown in the Year 1043, or 1044, and died in 1066. This 
King rebuilt the Church of St Peter at Weſtminſter, and a 
Convent adjoining, which Sebert had before erected, and 
was afterward deſtroyed by the Danes; he alſo new-built 
St Margaret's Church at Vęſiminſter where it now ſtands ; be- 
fore which Time, it ſtood adjoining to the South Cloyſter of 
the old Abbey; part of which is now ſtanding ; and as ' tis 
very reaſonable to believe, that, that Building was alſo built 
by Sebert at the Time when he built the Church of St Peter, 
or very ſoon afterward, therefore the Remains which now are 
{ſtanding muſt be upwards of eleven hundred Years old. 

Ix the Reign of WILLIAM the Conqueror, who began 
in the Year 1067, and died 1087, the Abbeys, at Battel in 
Suſſex, at Selby in Torkſhire, at St Saviours in Southwark ; the 
Priory of St Nichalas at Exeter; and the Town of Newca/?le 
on Tyne, were founded; the Foundation of St Paul's Cathedral 
began, after having been burnt by Lightning; the white Lower 
of the Tower of London in 1078, the Minſter at York, after 
having been burnt by the Danes; the Caſtles at Oxferd, Exe- 
ter, Nottingham, Tork, Lincoln, Huntingdon and Cambridge, 
and the new Church at Saliſbury, were all built; and the 
Caſtle of I//arwick repaired. 

IN the Reign of WII LI AM the Second, who began in 
the Year 1087, and died in 1100, the Abbeys at Shrewſbury, 
Herten in Surry, at Lewes in Suſſex, the Hoſpital of St Leo- 
nard at York, the Monaſtery at Norwich; the Cathedral of 
Saliſbury, and Univerſity College in Oxford were founded. The 
Cathedral Church of Lincoln, began. The Abbey at Y/enlect , 
a Fort at Newcaſtle; a Caſtle at Ledes in Kent; a new Wall 
about the Tower of Londen, and a great Hall at Meſiminſter, 
270 Feet in Length, and 70 Feet in Breadth, were all built. 

TRE City of Carliſe, which had been deſtroyed by the 
Danes, and laid two Hundred Years in Ruin, was rebuilt, 

LoN DON BRIDGE was alſo rebuilt with Timber, and 
the Abbey of St Albans, and the Church at Rochefter were re- 

aired, 
: In the Reign of HENRY I. who began in the Year 1100, 
and died in 1135, the Cathedral Church of Exeter, the Church 


of St Mary Overy in Seuthwarkt, the new Church and Cathe- 
dral at Tew#k/bury, the Priories of Dun/table, of the Holy Tri- 
nity, now called Chrifts Church London, of St Bartholomew, 
and its Hoſpital in Smithfield ; of Kenelworth, of Norton in 
Cheſhire, of Merton, and of Oſney near Oxford. The Abbeys 
of Cirenceſter, Reading, Thirbourn, Cumbermere; New Abbey 
without Mincheſter; and of Merival in Warwickſhire : The 
Monaſtery of wt at Colcheſter ; of St Andrew at North- 
hampton ; and of Plimpton in Devonſhire ; the Houſe of St John 
of Feruſalem, near Smithfield ; the College of St Mary in the 
own of J/arwict, and the Hoſpitals of ag ont and of St Croſs 
near I/inche/ter, were all founded. The Priory of St James 
in Briſtol ; the Caſtles of Bri/tsl, Cardiffe, -. almeſbury ; Shir- 
bourn, IVindſor, and Baynard in London, The Devuiſes in 
IV ilts ; the ſtately Church at Saliſbury And the Stone-bridges 
at Bow, and Stratford in Eſſex ; (which were the firſt Stone- 
bridges in England) were all built, and the Abbey of Ken/ham, 
and Caſtle of Norham upon the Banks of the Tweed were 
began, | 
N the Reign of King STEPHE N, who began in the Year 
1135, and died in 1154, the Abbeys, of Cogſball in Eſſex, 
of Furneys in Lancaſhire, of Harguilers and Feverſham in 
Kent; of Stratford Langthorn near London; of Boxley in Kent; 
of Non- Eaton, in Warwickſhire. of Filtey, of Rieval, of Neu- 
borough, and Beeland, of Kirkſtead in Yorkſhire, and many 
others, were founded ; ſo that more Abbeys (faith Baker) 
were erected in this King's Reign, than had been within the 
Space of a hundred Years before. | 
AT Heigham in Kent, a Houſe for Black Nuns, and at 


Carew, a Houſe for White Nuns, were alſo founded; and the 


Hoſpital of St Katherine by the Tower was new built. 

In the Reign of HEN RV II. who began in the Year 1154, 
and died in 1189, the Abbey of Bordeſh, and Wigmore Abbey, 
the Priories of Dover, of Stoney, and of Baſinwark, the 
Church of Briſtol, (which Henry VIII. erected into a Cathe- 
dral) and the Caſtle of Rudlan, and the Stone-bridge at Lon- 
don, were all founded. The Monaſtery of St Auguſtine in 
Briſtol, of Gorendon, of Leiceſter, (called St Mary de Pratis ) 
of Eaton, and at Gloceſter, the Caſtle of Anger in Eſſex, 
and a new Timber-bridge at London, were all built: In the 
Year 1181, the Temple Church in London was finithed ; and in 
1183 the Biſhop of Canterbury's Palace at Lambeth was began. 

In the Reign of RICHARD I. who began in the Year 
1189, and died 1199, the Tewer-J/all was new Built, and 
the Ditch made about it; a Menaſtery at Feſt Durham in 
Norfolk was founded; another was began at Wolverhampton in 
Wer and the Collegiate Church at Lambeth was finiſhed, 

N the Reign of King Jo HN, who began in the Year 1199, 
and died in 1216, the Abbeys of Bewwley in the new Foreſt 
in Hampſhire, and of the Black Monks in Wincheſter, the 
Monaſtery of Farringden, and of Hales-Owen in Shropſpire, 
were founded, Godſtale and Mroxel re-edified ; the Chappel 
at Knareſborough enlarged, and the Stone-Bridge at London 
finiſhed. 

IN the Reign of HENRY III. who began in the Year 
1216, and died in 1272, great Numbers of Abbeys, and St Pe- 
ter's College in Cambridge, were founded, In the Year 1220, 
this King began the new Work of our Lady's Chappel at Veſt- 
minſter, where the Chappel of Henry VII. now ſtands, and 
laid the firſt Stone himſelf. In the Year 1245, he cauſed the 
Walls and Steeple of the old Church of St Peter at Weſtminſter, 
built by Edward the Confeſſor, to be taken down; and en- 
larging the Church, cauſed it to be new Built with greater 
Magnificence; which to effect, was the Work of the next 
50 Years; at which Time its Weſt-end came no further, 
than the firſt Columns Weſt from the Choir; all the 
Part from thence, together with the two old Towers, having 


been built ſince, at the Expence of the Abbots of — - 
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1422, and died in 1460, the College Royal, and 
| at Cambridge, Eaton College by Windſor, and 
Ene College in Oxford, were all founded; and the Divinity- 
School in Oxford, the College of Tatſball in Lincolnſhire, and 

Leaden-hall in London were built. | 


In the Year 1222, the Tower and Spire of St Paul's, 
which had been burnt down in 1087, was new built; the 
Stone Tower was 260 Feet from the Ground, to the Top 
of the Battlements, the Height of the Spire, above the Battle- 
ments, was 260 Feet more, making 520 Feet altitude, exclu- 
ye of the Ball and Croſs, which was near 20 Feet more.— 
A matchleſs Structure. — greatly exceeding all Buildings that 
have been ſince raiſed in this Kingdom. The Savoy was alſo 
built about the Year 1245. 

Ix the Year 1260, the curious inlaid Floor or Pavement, 
yet remaining, of Jaſper Porphry, Lydian, Touchſtone, —_— 
and Serpentine Stones, was made before the high Altar in Meſt- 
minſter Abbey, at the Expence of Richard de Ware, an Abbot 
of Weſtminſter, which is now 482 Years ſince, 

Ix the Reign of EDWARPD I. who began in the Year 
1272, and died in 1307, the Abbey of Vale Royal in Cheſhire 
of the Ciſteaux Order, and erton College in Oxford, were 


founded. Baliol College in Oxford was built, and the Church 


of St Peter at Weſtminſter was nearly finiſhed. 

Ix the Reign of EDwaRrD II. who began in the Year 
1307, and died in 1327, Oriel College, St Hary-hall in Ox- 
;rd, and a Church of Fryers, in his 4.anour of Langley, were 
founded.

In the Reign of HENRY VII. who began in the Year 
1485, and died in 1508, Fohn 1/lip an Abbot of Weſtminſter, 
in the Year 1500, built that Houſe, in which the Dean of 
Weſtminſter now lives, and ſet up the Statues of all the Kings 
and Queens, who had been Benefactors to that Church. The 
Chappel of our Lady, built at 3 by HENRV III, 
was taken down in 1502, and a new Chappel of much greater 
Dimenſions was began to be built in its Place, with Stone, 
which is ſaid was brought from Huddleſtone Quarry in York- 
ſhare. 

Tus Building, which is commonly called Henry VIIth's 
Chappel, is of a quite different Mode, or Order of Architecture, 
from that of the Abbey, built by HENRY III. and indeed, 
the Invention of their Difference is much greater than is con- 
tained between any two of the Grecian Orders. 

Ir is a great Pity, that the Architect of this Chappel did not 
communicate to Poſterity the Rules by which it was erected and 
adorned, which he might very eaſily have done, becauſe the Art 
of Printing had been then known for full thirty Years; and 
the firſt Printing done in England was in an old Chappel of 
St Ann, then ſtanding in the Eleemeſinary, Almnery, or Almory, 
where anciently Alms were given (now corruptly called the 
Ambry) by John Iſlip, aforeſaid, who I believe was the Archi- 
tect of this venerable Edifice, which Leland calls the Miracle 
of the World. 

In this King's Reign, Chri/t's College, Jeſus College, and 
St John's College at Cambridge; Corpus Chriſti College, and 
Brazen-noſe College at Oxford; and the School of St Paul's, 
London, were all founded. |

In the Reign of MAR I. who began in the Year 1553, 
and died in 1558, St John's College in Oxford was built. 

In the Reign of Queen ELIZ ABE TH, who began in 
the Year 1558, and died in 1603, Sidney College, and Ema- 
nuel. College in Cambridge, were founded; and the public 
Library at Oxford was built and furniſhed. | 

In the Reign of IAM Es I. who began in the Year 1603, 
and died in 1625, Hicks's-hall near Smi:hfield Bars, and the 
Bangquetting-houſe at Whitehall, were built—the laſt by Tnigs 

ones. 

7 No w as it is very reaſonable to believe that the Modes in 
which all theſe Buildings have been erected, the Banquetting 
Houſe excepted, were taken from Fragments, found among 
the Saxon Ruins, they may therefore be called Saxon Buil- 
2 ; but why they have been called Gothic, I cannot account 
or. 

AND as to continue the Saxon Modes of Building, under 
the Gothic Appellation, may be more agreeable and ſooner un- 
derſtood by many, than they would be, was I to call them 
Saxon as they actually are; therefore, all the following Deſigns 
are called Gothick, 

And as theſe Modes of Building have been and are con- 
demned by many, on a Suppoſition that their principal Parts 
have been put together, without Rules or Proportion; to prove 
that ſuch is the Effect of want of Judgment, I have, in 
Plates A and B, as a Specimen of the Beautiful Rules of the 
Aucients, illuſtrated the Geometrical Plans and Elevations of 
the Baſes and Capitals, to the two Varieties of Columns, now 
ſtanding in Veſiminſter Abbey, viz, 5

FIRST, thoſe in the Chir Part, built by HEN RV III. 
and thoſe from the CH, to the two Towers in the Wejt- End, 
which were built afterward, by the Abbots of IFeſtminſter, 
as aforeſaid, wherein every impartial Judge will fee by In- 
{pection, that their Members, voth as to their Heights and 
Projectures, are determined and deſcribed with thoſe beautiful 
Proportions, and Geometrical Rules, which are not excelled 
(if equalled) in any Parts of the Grec:an or Roman Orders. 
Nor is that Delicacy and Deception, which is contained in theſe 
Columns, to be fecn in any Greczan or Roman Columns, of 
the ſame Diameters. For, altho' theſe Columns in the Weſt- 
part of the Abbey appear to be much ferderer, weaker, and 
of I Diameter, than the Corinthian Columns, in the Portico 
of St Paul's Cathedral (which are 4 Feet in Diameter) yet they 
are actually full 14 Inches more in their Diameters; and con- 
ſequently they are more than half as ſtrong again, Becauſe 16, 
the Square ot the Diameter of one of St Paul's Columns, is leſs 
than two Thirds of 26, eight-twelfths, the Square of the Dia- 
meter of one of theſe Columns, A Deception, not to be pa- 
rallel d, in all the Columns, yet erected, by bath Greeks and Ro- 
mans, in the whale IA orld. 

IT is from theſe, and ſuch like Reſearches, that I have ex- 
tracted the Rules, and Proportions, by which all the Parts of 
the following Deſigns are adjuſted ; and which, being in gene- 
ral made plain to Inſpection, by the Scales of equal Parts af- 
fixed to each, needs no other Explication,
